The purpose of these inter- 
views was to get a sense of what 
life in Andover was like in the 
“good old days.” We tried to 
choose seniors who spent their 
childhood in Andover and who 
would be representative of the 
various sections of town — Abbot 
Village, Ballardvale, Central 
Andover, Shawsheen Village and 
West Andover. Belonging to one 
of these neighborhoods was a 
more significant factor in those 
days than it is now. 

We also tried for variety in 
such areas as age group and gen- 
der, as well as family occupation 
and background. The most 
important quality, though, was a 
good memory. As a senior who 
also grew up in Andover, I was 
continually amazed at the things 
these people dredged up that I 
once knew but had long forgot- 
ten. 

An interesting aspect of the 
collection is the number of activ- 
ities and experiences that this 
varied group of people shared. 
Although most had their base in 
their own neighborhood, certain 
places and doings keep coming 
up, an indication that Andover 
was truly a small town in those 
days. 

Besides those interviewed, I 
would like to thank Sharon 
Sousa and Kathy Urquhart, who 
were very helpful in directing 
this project, and Spencer John- 
son, who did a wonderful job 
putting together the map that 
locates the places mentioned in

AHS flag sees the light

Oh, say, did you see? An American 
flag was waving over Andover High 
School Monday as voters went to cast 
their ballots in the annual town election. 
Although officials indicated in a March 6 
Townsman article that the school might 
never use its new, nearly $30,000 flagpole 
because of its design, Buzz Stapczynski, 
town manager, said Monday the town 
now has a temporary solution to the 
problem. As a result the flagpole will be 
used for the next several months. 

“After the article came out I asked 
what the impediment was to flying the 
flag and Joe Piantedosi (municipal main- 
tenance head) being new and me asking 
the questions, he came back with the 
solution,” said Mr. Stapcezynski. 

The solution was to have municipal 
maintenance install some lights to shine 
on the flag at night. Federal law requires 
towns to illuminate flags that are flown 
24 hours per day. 

Mr. Stapcezynski said municipal main- 
tenance spent about $400 to install the 
lights, while the architects said it would 
cost closer to $4,000 to install the lights 
they had in mind. “We took the common 
sense approach and it may not be archi- 
tecturally pleasing, but it does the job,” 
Said Mr. Stapezynski. 

The nearly $30,000 flagpole is attached 
to one corner of Andover High’s new 
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gymnasium. Its problem 
is that workers can’t 
access the pole from the 
ground. As a result, 
someone would have to 
80 up on roof every 
morning to put out the 
flag and go back every 
evening to take it in. 
School officials said this 
is difficult to do and the 
flagpole was not being 
used. 

One solution was fly 
Old Glory 24 hours a day 
and illuminate it at 
night. Although the 
town has selected this 
option, it’s only a tempo- 
rary solution. 

This year’s graduat- 
ing class plans to give 
another flagpole to the 
school as its class gift. 
This flagpole will be on a 
circle of grass in front of 
the school entrance. 

“The seniors are very 
intent on contributing a free-standing 
flagpole with landscaping on the island,” 
Said Mr. Stapczynski. “When that’s used, 
we'll relegate this ($30,000) flag(pole) to 
temporary status.” 

David Croteau, project manager for 
architectural firm Earl R. Flansburgh + 
Associates, said he’s disappointed the 
gymnasium flagpole is now seen by the 
town in a negative light.

“We didn’t sit down 
and say, ‘Remember if 
you do this, you’ll have 
to go on the roof to 
change the flag,’ ” said 


Mr. Croteau. 

Mr. Croteau didn’t believe there would 
be a problem lighting the flag from the 
roof at night, but he said school officials 
were still concerned about going on the 
roof for days when they would fly the flag 
at half-mast. 

Mr. Stapezynski said the flagpole 
might be used in the future to fly another 
flag such as a town flag.

However, if the Town and its Architects 
continue to refuse to mediate, to make 
all documents available, and to engage 
in open discussions of the matters 
surrounding the project, towards a cost 
effective and amicable resolution of the 
costs that have been incurred, then we 
will have no option but to have this 
issue settled by the courts. This is 


because of the magnitude of the costs 
involved. That will be very time 
consuming and will most likely and 
unfortunately end up being extremely 
costly to the taxpayers of Andover. 
Stone/Congress once again calls 
upon the officials of the Town of 
Andover and its Architects to mediate 
this issue to resolution. We were 
disappointed last fall when the Town, at 
the last moment decided not to 
participate in the mediation that we had 
arranged and scheduled. But it is time 
to sit down and work this out. Failing 
that, Stone/Congress welcomes the State 
or any other bona fide investigatory 
agency to openly and publicly evaluate 
the events at Andover High School. This 
is based upon our belief that whoever 
pays the bills should have total access 
to all pertinent facts and documents. 
We assure the people of Andover that 
litigation is the last avenue that 
Stone/Congress wishes to pursue. But 
we Cannot understand why any of the 
players in this important project would 
Not be anxious to open up their books 
and records for all parties to view. We 
simply do not envision the resolution 
of this important matter as a game of 
poker, with cards held close to the vest, 
concealed from our view or yours, since 
it is your money being spent. Nor are 
we concerned that any document might 
affect our “case” adversely, since getting 
to the truth and resolving the problems 


are Our goals. 

Stone/Congress has asked all 
Andover Selectmen and School 
Committee members to meet with us, 
tour the school project and discuss the 
problems with us. To date, none of 
these elected town officials have 
accepted our offer. We are still hopeful 
that we will have the opportunity to 
meet with each of them. Our offer 
remains open. 

The people of Andover deserve full 
disclosure of all issues regarding the 
project. This includes the documents 
underlying all of the numerous job 
changes and associated schedule and 
cost overruns. To date the Town 
Manager has approved over $2.6 
million for cost overruns, the majority 
of which the Town’s Project 
Management firm has characterized as 
architectural errors, Omissions or 
Phasing problems. As_ of today 
Stone/Congress estimates, at minimum, 
an additional $2.5 million will be 
needed to complete the project, 
including the costs related to the 
pending claims. That figure is subject to 
increases for additional architectural 
deficiencies and unforeseen conditions. 
Unfortunately we are continuing to 
advise the Town that they are not 
properly prepared to effectively 
complete the remaining four Phases of 
the renovations in a fiscally responsible 
fashion unless major remedial actions 


are undertaken to fix the Town’s 
Phasing and the design. Absent this 
effort, we have advised the Town of 
their exposure to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and months of 
additional costs and delays. 

As the people of Andover are footing 
the bill for this project with their tax 
dollars, it is in their best interest to 
insist that town officials get a handle on 
this project sooner rather than later. 
Mediation is one Positive step in that 
direction. Opening up the books is the 
other. You just can’t fix what you can’t 
see. No problem is ever solved if it is 
not fully disclosed. 

Stone/Congress pledges to work with 
the people of Andover to put this 
project back on track and to curb these 
runaway costs and schedule disruptions 
that are accruing daily at the citizens’ 
expense. Town officials, the Architect, 
and the Project Management firm must 
work together with us, for the fiscally 
responsible completion of this project. 
Andover’s citizens and, most important 
of all, the school children of Andover 
deserve no less.

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Temporary 
classrooms may be 
a solution in 1998 


By Neil Fater 

With the student population 
growing more quickly than pro- 
jected just a few years ago, Dick 
Neal, superintendent, said he 
velieves some elementary 
schools will need temporary 
Classrooms as soon as 1998. 

“Next year, the coming year, 
we'll exhaust all the existing 
Space at the elementary level,” 
said Mr. Neal. 

He said elementary-school art 
and music rooms must continue 
to be used as regular classrooms 
until a new middle school is 
built that allows fifth-graders to 
move into the middle schools. 

A Town Meeting warrant arti 
cle asks residents to approve 
$200,000 to pay for preliminary 
architectural plans to build a 
new middle school for grades 5 to 
8. 

But Mr. Neal said Tuesday 
temporary classrooms will be 
needed tor several years at the 
‘lementary ievel even if 
Andover decides to build a new 
middle school for grades 5 to 8. 


That’s because even if the 
$200,000 is approved, the new 
school will not be ready until 
2001, and by then the school sys- 
tem will need 13 more elemen- 
tary classrooms, 13 middle 
school classrooms and larger 
core facilities at the middle 
school level, said Mr. Neal. 


He said he estimates the 
school system will use eight 
“temporary modular class- 
rooms” at elementary schools 
where there is appropriate land. 
Although he cannot be sure, Mr. 
Neal said he believes the middle 
schools may squeak by until 2001 
without using temporary facili- 
ties. 

Mr. Neal was careful about 
calling the facilities temporary 
modular classrooms “because 
they’re not trailers and they’re 
not portable classrooms,” he 
said. 

He expects each modular 
classroom to cost around $25,000 
to $30,000, but is still negotiating 
with different companies, he 
said. He said the school system 
may try to pay for the temporary 
classrooms with a bond article, 
because of the effect $200,000 to 
$300,000 would have on the annu- 
al operating budgets from 1998- 
2001. 

“This is just in the prelimi 
nary thought process,” said Mr. 
Neal. “The impact on the operat- 
ing budget would be severe so 
were looking at ways to do this.” 


Although some crowded ele- 
mentary schools may not have 
the proper land to host a modu- 
lar classroom attached to the 
building, Mr. Neal said using 
these temporary facilities will 
not cause redistricting.

TAKE CHARGE OF YOUR 401(K) 

If you've got a 401(k) plan where you work, consider yourself fortunate — a 
401(k) is one of the best vehicles available to have for retirement. Your 
contributions are made with pre-tax dollars, which lower your annual taxable 
income.

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Schools budget still $500k high 


By Don Staruk 
he Andover School 
Committee has 
dropped its budget 
request for next year by 
nearly $189,000 from the 
amount that Superinten- 
dent Richard Neal want- 
ed, but their figure is still 
$500,000 more than the 
town manager wants the 

schools to spend. 

The Finance Commit- 
tee sat down with school 
officials and agreed to 
support their recommen- 
dation, but selectmen last 
week refused to go along. 
Selectmen will meet 
again before April Town 
Meeting to discuss the 
schools budget to try to 
agree on a figure for the 
schools that they can rec- 
ommend residents sup- 
port at the meeting. They 
may come up with a com- 
promise figure to offer 
the FinCom and School 
Committee, go with the 
FinCom’s and School 
Committee’s current pro- 
posal, or stick with the 
town manager’s recom- 
mendation. 

Town Meeting is April 
14-16. Selectmen were 
scheduled to meet last 
night, Wednesday, solely 
for the purpose of elect- 
ing new officers after 
having two new mem- 
bers elected to their 
board Monday. Their 
next regular meeting is 
scheduled for this Mon- 
day, March 31. 


Nod from FinCom 

The time and learning 
requirements mandated 
by the Education Reform 
Act of 1993, which must 
be in place next year, are 
a major cause of the 
budget increases for the 
schools, according to Don 
Schroeder, FinCom 
chairman. The expanded 
buildings with added 
Classrooms also con- 
tributed to the growth in 
costs to operate the 
schools. 

“We basically 
approved the School 
Committee’s budget,” 
Mr. Schroeder told select- 
men. 

“This budget doesn’t 
skimp at all,” said 
Joanne Marden, FinCom 
member. “It does all the 
things that they request- 
ed.” 

Selectman Bill Downs 
pointed out that this is 
the third year in a row 


that the School Commit- 
tee has recommended a 
figure larger than the 
town manager’s recom- 
mendation, and that each 
of the last two years the 
FinCom and selectmen 
have compromised to 
give the schools a larger 
figure. 


Ms. Marden said it is 
“scary” how fast the 
school budget has grown 
in the last couple of 
years, and how it is tak- 
ing a little bit more of the 
overall budget each year 
to fund it. 

“The schools’ share of 
the bottom line is getting 
bigger. That’s scary,” Ms. 
Marden said. “We aren’t 
going to be able to keep 
doing this year after 
year.” 

Ms. Marden pointed to 
the areas of technology 
and salary increases as 
being those with the most 
growth. 

Salaries 


More than 81 percent 
of the $31.2 million 
requested by the School 
Committee is for salaries. 
Of that, $18.34 million is 
for classroom teachers. 
The balance of about $7 
million is for principals, 
Supervisors, guidance 
personnel, custodians, 
bus drivers, etc. 


The salaries budget for 
school employees went 
up $1.6 million from last 
year to this year, and the 
School Committee’s 
request would send it up 
another $2.01 million 
next year. 


That includes a 
$950,000 contingency 
fund, which would be 
used to fund contract set- 
tlements and time and 
learning requirements. 

Funding for technolo- 
gy instructors would go 
up $109,000 in the School 
Committee’s proposed 
budget, from $188,000 last 
year to $297,000 next 
year. There was no sepa- 
rate budget for technolo- 
gy two years ago. 

Similar growth is seen 
for technology services 
and equipment, which 
had no separate budget 
two years ago but had a 
$72,000 budget last year. 
That is scheduled to go 
up $46,000 this year, to 
$118,000.

Salaries accounted for more 
than $23.5 million for 849 School 
Department employees in calendar 
year 1996. That includes 80 substi- 
tutes who were each paid between 
$1,000 and $12,000. It also includes 
cafeteria workers who are not 
included in the salaries budget 
because they are paid from a self- 
supporting revolving fund. That 
number does not include another 
177 school employees, many of 
whom are also substitutes, who 
earned less than $1,000 each dur- 
ing that time. 

Superintendent Richard Neal’s 
$90,000 salary was well above that 
of the next highest paid school 


employee. Andover High School 
Principal Ellen Parker was second 
highest paid school employee with 
$77,413, followed by Charlie Friel, 
West Elementary principal, at 
$77,213. 


tive” pay is paid for career devel- 
Opment projects or courses. 
“Longevity” pay is figured accord- 
ing to the number of years worked. 
A percentage of the base pay is 
added, corresponding to the years 
worked, for example, !5 years, 1 
percent; 20 years, 2 percent; 25 
years, 3 percent. 

“Other Stipends” includes pay 
for work done above and beyond 
what is outlined in the teacher’s 
contract. It includes pay for jobs 
such as coaching, or involvement 
in after school clubs or programs. 
For example, Art Iworsley was 
paid $8,200 this year for coaching 
two sports. Ken Maglio received 
$7,200 as head football coach. 


A breakdown of the stipends 
included in the calendar year 1996 
salaries was not available, but a 
breakdown of the stipends for fis- 
cal year 1997, which runs from 
July 1, 199 through June 30, 1997, 
is included to provide perspective 
on the base salary.

adjacent to the library in Ballardvale 
Center and a market under it. It was 
really a butcher shop. Bill Stark ran it, 
and I believe he lived on River Street. 
There was Dick O’Brien’s Variety 
Store, George Bavres’ grocery, and 
George Chegnes market and the Con- 
gregational Church on the corner. 
Frank Haggerty’s family lived in the 
big white house on Andover Street 
opposite the railroad station. Earlier, 
they had been our neighbors on 
Chester Street. 

All sorts of affairs were held in the 
community room. My mother and 
father acted in an amateur operetta. | 
think it was The Mikado. There were 
other productions in which Ballard- 
vale people played, including a min- 
strel show. That was a great take. 

We had a football team called the 
Ballardvale Bulldogs and our arch- 
rival was the Andover Team. 

I'll be darned if I can remember the 
name of it, but my friends Roger and 
Jimmy Collins and Alan Dea played 
among others. The Bulldogs were not a 
semi-pro team (we were all just kids), 
but it was fairly well organized. If you 
can believe it, they arranged a game 
with a team of some stature from South 
3oston. We played against them in 
what is now the Little League field next 
to South School. That was a very active 
athletic field in those days. Of course 
there were town teams, older high 
school and college fellows home for the 
summer. I’ve forgotten now who they 
played, but it was really pretty good 
baseball. 

Another thing I remember about the 
Ballardvale years was going down to 
Pomps Pond which wasn’t anywhere 
near as structured as it is today. How- 
ever, I wasn’t allowed to swim there. 
The stories you heard about what was 
in Pomps Pond were legend. I guess 
actually it’s spring-fed and obviously 
they test the water these days since it 
has become a public recreation area. 
I’m sure it’s fine, but as I said, we used 
to hear things. 

Camp Maude Eaton was there for 
the Girl Scouts and also a Boy Scout 
camp but I can’t remember what it was 
called. Those were the days of Camp 
Onway, a Boy Scout camp in Raymond, 
N.H. I went to Camp Lawrence on Lake 
Winnepesaukee, and as a matter fact | 
used the same trunk made for my 
father’s use when he went there to 


camp. Inside the 
trunk was’ my 
father’s registration 
card for Camp 


Lawrence’ which 
made quite a hit with 
the people there. Of 
course, a second gen- 
eration attending 
camp there wasn’t 
that unusual. In fact, 
my grandson went to 
Camp Lawrence, and 
my granddaughter 
went to Camp 
Nokomis on _ the 
same island. Funny, 
when we were visit- 
ing them we talked 
to the fellow who 
runs the store. His 
name was Butch 
Hamblet, the son of 
Warren Hamblet, 
who was the head of 
Camp Lawrence dur- 
ing my time. He 
lived across. the 
street from my fami 
ly on Chestnut 
Street. Reminds me 
that I can remember 
during World War II 
going out to Waikiki 
Beach for a party at 
one of the hotels 


Where I ran into 
Blanche Hamblet, 
Warren’s wife, 


among a group of 
Andover people who were a long way 
from home. 


But back to Ballardvale! Ruth 
Sharpe was the librarian succeeding 
Martha Byington somewhere along the 
line. Her brother, I believe (can’t 
remember what his first name was) 
was a barber and known fondly as 
Brother Sharpe. He (was) in the build- 
ing where River and Andover streets 
come together. It’s a house that still 
stands today. Brother Sharpe was the 
Ballardvale barber, and a lot of us got 
our hair cut there for 25 cents. I think 
those who were more affluent went to a 
barber uptown who charged 40 cents. | 
think Ballardvale in those days kind of 
thought of itself as the poor relation as 
far as the town was concerned. It was 
rather self-contained and “going 
uptown” was a big deal for a lot of us.

Growing Up in Andover

‘This is the book of Reflections. It will be available in 
Memorial Hall Library at a function for the book, 10-noon, 
and at the Senior Center after that date. 


Many years before, there was a fire 
station part way up the Andover Street 
hill. It’s a house now, and if you look 
closely at the garage, you’ll see the 
original fire barn. From what I’ve been 
told, this is the one they used before 
the one at the corner of Clark Road was 
built. 

As I said, we moved uptown when I 
was attending Junior High. During the 
World War years, there were several 
of us at Punchard School who left for 
the service before our senior year was 
over. In January of my senior year, I 
went into the Naval Officer Training 
Program at Tufts. The following June, 
those of us who had gone into the ser- 
vice and were still in the area came 
back to receive our diplomas. I had fin- 
ished half of my freshman year when I 
graduated from high school. I had a 
couple more semesters at Tufts before 
being sent off to Midshipman’s School 


good old days 


in Chicago. 

Living “uptown” and 
attending the Colonial The- 
ater was one of the things to 
do. The name Playhouse 
was a come-lately. My wife, 
Mildred Videto, and I went 
together from the seventh 
grade on. We sort of grew up 
together, and we went to the 
Colonial Theater often. It 
was great! They had three 
double features a week and 
always had a placard in the 
barber shop and hardware 
store windows outlining the 
program for the week. The 
name changed to the Play- 
house probably when they 
remodeled it, which may 
have been when Sam 
Resnick bought it. It was 
right around the beginning 
of World War II. I remember 
we came out of the theater 
one Sunday and walked up 
the hill to Main Street. Mil- 
dred’s sister stopped her car 
and said, “Did you know the 
Japanese attacked Pearl 
Harbor?” That’s how we 
heard about the war. It was 
the very first time we’d been 
to the theater, and it was 
called the Colonial at that 
time. I remember they had 
Bank Night. You received a 
ticket at the door, and Mr. 
Resnick would draw for the 
winning ticket. However, 
the winner had to be present. There 
were money prizes as well as turkeys 
which were given away at Thanksgiv- 
ing. Then there were the children’s 
shows on Saturday morning. Free tick- 
ets were distributed in the schools by 
Mr. Resnick. 


Not long before our time, you could 
go to Lawrence by streetcar, or in the 
other direction to Reading. The tracks 
were taken up for scrap during the 
war. They had a big scrap pile down by 
Elm Park (now Memorial Park) for 
contributions to the war effort. 

The places for dancing were the Bal- 
moral Spa and the Crystal Ballroom on 
Haverhill Street next to where the auto 
dealer is now. Proms were held at the 
Crystal Ballroom. My mother and 
father used to go to the Spa, but I don’t 
remember that we ever went there.

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over what I didn’t do,” referring to the 
still unbuilt senior center and the prob- 
lems with the High School building 
project. 

During a reception at Pasta Villagio 
on Park Street Monday night, Dr. 
Larsen pledged “to work as hard as we 
can to make Andover a community.” 
He reiterated that this would be his 
last term, and said he would push for 
the construction of a senior center. 

“We're going to try. It’s very hard” 
to do it on his own, he said. “That’s a 
top priority. I’m also very concerned 
about the High School.” 

Dr. Larsen said there is clearly a ref- 
erendum on the High School project 
and that selectmen need to restore pub- 
lic confidence in the fact that board 
members are not idle. He will push for 
creating some sort of oversight com- 
mittee for the project, possibly with 
three members. “That’s what I’ll rec- 
ommend,” he said. 

He thanked his supporters and espe- 
cially Rosalie Ruggiero, co-chairwom- 
an of his campaign, who was laid up in 
a hospital in New York City Monday. 
Ms. Ruggiero tripped on a curb and fell 
in the Big Apple, breaking her hip, 
according to Lucille Giannone, the oth- 
er co-chairwoman. Ms. Giannone was 
trying to find a way to get Ms. Ruggiero 
back to Andover this week. 

Dr. Larsen also toasted his wife. 
Nancy, for her support. 

“This is to the lady who said, ‘You 
really do have to run because I don’t 
want you home,’ ” he joked. 

“Congratulations,” his daughter, 
Ann, told Dr. Larsen with a hug. 
‘You're out of Mom’s hair for another 
three years.” 

“It’s a vote for Andover,” said Bar 
bara Stubenhaus, a supporter and the 
wife of Dr. Larsen’s business partner, 
Eric Stubenhaus. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman was 
also pleased with the results for Dr. 
Larsen and the rest of the winners 
Monday. “I hit for 100 percent all the 
way around,” Mr. Silverman said of 
his own voting choices. 

Awesome meetings in store 

“It will be awesome at every meet- 
ing,” Mr. Major said after learning of 
his victory. “This is great. It was a 
team effort. Without the team and my 
father-in-law’s lucky tie, this wouldn’t 
have happened. 

“I want to sit down with the other 
selectmen and figure out what are the 
priorities in town and then start taking 
action,” Mr. Major said.

Keeping the AHS 
population safe 


Editor, Townsman: 
Dear Parents: 

As you know, events at Andover 
High School during the past several 
weeks, including a falling cement block 
and the building evacuation due to 
fumes, have raised serious concerns 
about the impact of the ongoing con- 
struction work on the health and safety 
of students and employees. On an ongo- 
ing basis, teachers and students have 
had to endure excessive noise and inad- 
equate space in their learning and 
working environment. 

We are writing to inform you of the 
Andover Education Association’s con- 
cerns and to enlist your support for our 
efforts in promoting the protection of 
building occupants by the town and the 
School Committee during the remain- 
ing period of construction. 

Since the construction began, AEA 
President Tom Meyers has participated 
on a weekly basis in project update 
meetings to keep abreast of construc- 
tion issues. Last fall, the AEA demand- 
ed to bargain with the School Commit- 
tee and the town over the impacts of 
the construction on teachers’ safety 
and health and other working condi- 
tions. In response, School Committee 
and town representatives informed the 
AEA of control measures that would be 
taken to isolate the construction work 
area from the occupied areas of the 
building, including the installation of 
sound barriers and the restriction of 
jack-hammering activity to after school 
hours. 

AEA representatives have contin- 
ued to monitor construction activities 
throughout the year and have insisted 


eee 


to town and school department officials 
that they must ensure that the utmost 
safety precautions are being taken for 
building occupants during the con- 
struction project. 

We are now nearing the commence- 
ment of a new phase of construction 
that brings new concerns about how 
the construction is going to affect the 
conditions under which teachers must 
work and students must learn. The 
AEA has again demanded to bargain 
with the town and School Committee 
over the impacts of the next phase on 
the safety and health of building occu- 
pants. The AFA is seeking, among oth- 
er things, immediate notification of the 
planned construction schedule and its 
likely impact on building occupants, 
assurances that any work that may 
compromise the health and safety of 
building occupants will not be conduct- 
ed while school is in session and assur- 
ances that appropriate control mea: 
sures will be in place at all times to iso- 
late the construction site from occu- 
pied areas. The AEA hopes that its 
demands will ensure that the town and 
the School Committee fulfill their 
responsibilities to provide a safe school 
for its students and employees. 

We know that you share our con- 
cerns about safety during the construc- 
tion process and we look forward to 
working together with you on these dif. 
ficult issues.

Seniors and tech students mix 
at the Senior Center’s day care

eather Veilleux wants to work with 
elders in a nursing home one day. For 
now she’s working with elders 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. 

Thanks to a partnership between the 
Greater Lawrence Technical School and the 
Andover senior center, students such as Ms. 
Veilleux and fellow sophomore Holly Waite 
are learning how to care for elders by work- 
ing at the Andover Senior Center. The stu- 
dents work with paid staff and other volun- 
teers in the Senior Center’s elder day care 
program three days per week, every other 
week. 

“They’re wonderful, of course, just for 
their youthful enthusiasm,” said Kathy 
Urquhart, coordinator of the elder day care 
program. “The seniors truly enjoy the youth- 
ful faces and the opportunity to be with 
them.” 

The students seem to be enjoying them- 
selves, as well. Both like running activities 
for the seniors. Ms. Waite, of Lawrence, and 
Ms. Veilleux, of Methuen, smile just thinking 
about the time the group kicked a rubber ball 
around, for instance. 

“Remember when Frank kicked the ball 
into my butt?” Ms. Veilleux laughed 

“IT thought it was fun. We had everybody 
laughing,” she said.“*A couple of people 
almost got hit in the head. But they liked it a 
lot. They did in't want to go to lunch. It was a 
real fun thing because everybody wanted to 
do it.” 

Despite some fun times, the students’ 
experience is by no means all fun and rub- 
ber-ball games. As members of the technical 
school’s Allied Health Program, when these 
students are in the classroom they’re learn- 
ing about how to take vital signs and dis- 
cussing how to deal with certain care-giving 
Situations. Then, when they come to sites 
such as the Senior Center’s day-care area, 
they acquire real world experience. 

Ms. Urquhart said this interaction with 


senior Citizens is crucial to the students’ 
learning process and the students agree.

need to take.” 

Jeanne Madden, Council on Aging coordi- 
nator, said Wednesday the School Commit- 
tee’s approval was crucial to the passage of 
this article at Town Meeting. “I’m smiling, 
I'm delighted and I think it shows a lot of sup- 
port,” she said. “I feel the community coming 
together and that’s another good sign. It’s 
another good sign for Andover that when 
things get tough people pull together. 

“People all around here are clapping and 
cheering,” she said. 


The land transfer is one-half of the Council 
on Aging’s two-pronged Town Meeting effort 
to build a new center. Another article asks 
residents to approve $500,000, some of which 
the seniors could use to design preliminary 
plans and to test the three-acre site behind 
Doherty Middle School to make sure it’s suit- 
able for a building. Although an architect and 
some town officials who have walked the site 
believe a senior center can be built there, 
Marty Epstein, Council on Aging chairman, 
admits there are some minor concerns the 
land may be too wet. 

“I’m 98 percent sure,” said Mr. Epstein. 
“Our (pro bono) architect is confident based 
on what he’s seen that he can build there.” 

The Council on Aging is planning to build 
a 27,000 square-foot facility with 155 parking 
spaces and a function room for 300 people. 
Members estimate their building will cost $4 
million and they plan to raise the bulk of the 
money themselves. 

Mr. Epstein and Ms. Madden said the cur- 
rent Senior Center is too small for the num- 
ber of people who use the center and the type 
of programs seniors want. 

Mr. Epstein said a full wood shop is in stor- 
age because there’s not enough room, and 
people often have to pre-register for programs 
because space is so limited. 

“Just as the school age population is grow- 
ing, and we'll have to build at least one more 
school, the senior population is growing,” 
Marty Epstein told the School Committee. 

Proponents of a new senior center may 
have David Birnbach to thank for Tuesday’s 
School Committee vote. In a rare occurrence 
last committee meeting, March 11, Mr. Birn-

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bach had the committee retake a vote it had 
just finished seconds before. 

Mr. Birnbach was adamant that he did not 
want to take a stand on the senior center 
issue at that time, and he made sure the com- 
mittee as a whole did not take a stand either 
by changing his vote. 

Originally, outgoing members Lloyd Wil- 
ley and Susan Dalton voted to recommend 
against the passage of the land-transfer arti- 
cle. They said that at some point Andover 
may need to build a new elementary school 
and the Doherty site would allow Andover to 
have an elementary school downtown again. 

Mr. Willey and Ms. Dalton voted against 
recommending passage of the article, while 
Tina Girdwood voted to recommend its pas- 
sage; Mr. Birnbach and Mr. Nadworny 
abstained. “I personally don’t feel comfortable 
making any decision tonight,” said Mr. Birn- 
bach before the vote. 

After this vote, when Mr. Birnbach was 
told the committee had just recommended 
against approving Article 23 by a tally of 2-1-2, 
he argued with other members, trying to 
reverse the vote he had just taken. 

“I made a decision not knowing what the 
rules are,” said Mr. Birnbach, who did not 
think two votes would be enough to carry the 
motion. “I was trying to take a position that 
was not taking a position. I voted the wrong 
way and I would like to reconsider. 

“I didn’t want to take a position,” Mr. Birn- 
bach repeated later in the discussion. 

“You did that very successfully” by 
abstaining, said Ms. Dalton. 

“It is not my intent to be a swing vote one 
way or another tonight and that is what I 
turned out to be,” he said. “I didn’t realize two 
votes out of five make a majority.” 

Eventually, the committee reconsidered its 
vote, voting 2-2-1, thus taking no position at 
that time. 


Selectmen’s positions | 

As of press time, the Council on Aging had 
some support from the newly-elected select- 
men for the two Town Meeting articles. How- 
ever, John Hess indicated he wants to see 
more information before Town Meeting. He 
called the land transfer “a good step” but was 
more hesitant about approving $500,000 until 
he sees a design he feels comfortable with. 

“I'd hope that in the next couple of weeks 
I'd be able to talk with the seniors and have a 
different thought. It’s not, I have to stress,

“It was a community service program. It can 
be very scary... Anything that you don’t 
know is scary.” 

Ms. Urquhart said her grandfather, a 
retired lawyer, lived to be 94 and was still 
skating in ice shows until just a few months 
before he died. Before 
the community service 
program, she did not 
heate any experience in 
dealing with seniors 
whose actions were 
more limited. 

“When I went into 
the nursing home, that was something I had 
never experienced,” she said. But she 
believes it’s important for people to have 
such interaction, she said. 

“It changes the focus from the unknown to 
the understandable,” said Ms. Urquhart. 
“That’s why it’s great to have students be 
with elders. Because it isn’t the unknown 
anymore.” 

‘Ms. Waite and Ms. Veilleux said they have 
talked, worked and played with a number of 
different seniors in the day-care program. 
Frequently they are dealing with people who 
wander away from the group, they said. 

Describing one senior, Ms. Waite said, 
“He’d be out there waiting for his wife at 10 
o’clock and they’re not supposed to come 
until 3. They always worry that no one’s 
going to come and pick them up.” 

“Some of them are low and some of them 
are high functioning. Some _ have 
Alzheimer’s,” said Ms. Waite. “We get a mix 
of people.” 

Best laid plans 

So far, Ms. Urquhart said the students 
have done well dealing with both the mix of 
people and the variety of programming that 
exists in the day care program. 

Ms. Waite often talks with some of the 
seniors during the quiet time after lunch, 
while Ms. Veilleux plays cards with a former 
engineer who enjoys card games and Scrab- 
ble. 

“They’ve been wonderful,” said Ms. 
Urquhart. “Flexibility is a key and they’ve 


good.’

been absolutely fantastic in that respect.” 

Although regular activities are usually 
planned, sometimes day care seniors don’t 
want to do that activity or they feel like going 
outside, she said. 

“That’s quite a lesson to learn. Planning 
and being prepared is important but being 
able to try a new tac- 
tic is important too,” 
said Ms. Urquhart. 
“They’ve been great 
in going with the 
flow and being cre- 
ative in certain situ- 
ations, too.” 

One such example was when one of the 
men didn’t want to play Bingo when every- 
one else did, she said. 

“They had him call and hold up the num- 
bers,” said Ms. Urquhart. “They found that 
made him feel very useful” 

“T like getting them (the seniors) motivat- 
ed to do activities because sometimes they 
don’t want to do them,” said Ms. Veilleux, 
while explaining the Bingo story. “You just 
try to get them into it somehow.” 

Keeping day-care seniors laughing and 
interested in activities is one of the students’ 
strengths, said Ms. Urquhart. And the stu- 
dents seem interested in the seniors them- 
selves. 

Although the students in Greater 
Lawrence Technical School’s Allied Health 
Program will work in a nursing home and in 
a child care setting during the school year, 
both Ms. Veilleux and Ms. Waite said they 
wish they could stay at the Andover Senior 
Center until summer. 

“We don’t want to leave but we have to. I’d 
rather stay here until school’s over,” said 
Ms. Waite. “As soon as I walked in here 
today Scott (one of the seniors in elder day 
care) said ‘It’s the little one!’ They keep you 
up high and you want to stay here.” 

“Td rather be here. I like it here a lot. I 
like the people,” agreed Ms. Veilleux.

“That’s the real reason. Most of them are 
wicked nice to you so they make you feel 
good,” she said.

Informational meeting March 31 
on middle school project

Looking to drum up support for its plan to 
build a new middle school for grades 5 
through 8, the school department will host 
what it’s calling an “informational evening” 
Monday, March 31. 

The School Committee will present infor- 
mation concerning its proposed middle 
school project and answer questions from 
residents. 

Dick Neal, superintendent, said one of the 
points of the meeting is to discuss the educa- 
tional change from a system with middle 
schools serving grades 6 to 8 to a system with 
middle schools for grades 5 to 8. 

During the School Committee meeting 
Tuesday, Mr. Neal noted he, the assistant 
superintendent and the business manager all 
“have extended middle-school backgrounds.” 
He said he and Marinel McGrath, assistant 
Superintendent, both worked in middle 


schools for grades 5 to 8 and their experience 
would help with the transition. 

Mr. Neal said before the meeting he did 
not expect to have trouble selling the idea of 
a 5-8 middle school to the community. 

The school department wants to have its 
new middle school open by 2001, and is look- 
ing for $200,000 at Town Meeting to pay for 
preliminary architectural drawings. Because 
of projected student enrollment at the ele- 
mentary-school level, if the town decides to 
build a new middle school Mr. Neal expects 
to rent temporary classrooms to handle over- 
crowding until the new school is built, he 
told the committee Tuesday. (See related sto- 
ry.) 


The informational meeting regarding the 
middle school project will take place Monday 
in the West Middle School cafeteria from 7 to 
9 p.m.

Another run for Fox? 


James Fox, who lost a bid for the State- 
house to Rep Finegold last fall, didn’t sound 
ready to jump into another election anytime 
soon when reached Wednesday morning. 
“This is my second time out ... and I must say 
running three months after the last campaign, 
I think we were kind of bunt out,” Mr. Fox 
said. “The last time I saved my signs. This 
time I’m ready to burn them.” 

He took a shot at the local Democratic Town 
Committee. “As long as a 20-percent voter 
turnout in the town election is considered 
heavy, Andover will continue to be controlled 
by a politically focused minority,” Mr. Fox 
said. The town races are not supposed to be 
partisan, he said, “but that’s not the case in 
Andover. If you look at many of the candi- 
dates, they came out of the Democratic Town 
Committee” and were supported with money 
from that committee. 

He figures there is a very strong group of 
focused individuals who make up about 10-to- 
15 percent of the voters, and that for a fiscal 
conservative such as himself to have a chance 
in Andover, there would have to be a much 
larger voter turnout in an election, he said. 
“As you get more people, it dilutes that 
group,” he said. 

Mr. Fox said he chose to run on the issues, 
but that fiscal problems, the High School and 
real estate taxes were not important to a large 
percentage of voters. “Those elected are a good 
guy who feels good about everything, you gota 
cheerleader and a consensus candidate.”

“We could be as strong as last year,” said 
Sullivan.
